which with fo much ftrong Reafon are 

alledg’d in behalf ef the Churches Dan- 
ger; give me leave to he a little longer on 
this Subje&, Gentlemen, than Ufual. 

Ushappy England! What a ftrange Con- 
dition art thou in? Whocan Defend thee ? 
Who can Appear for thee ? Such Variety 
of Contradiftions, are in thy Common 
Circumftances, that no Man can Recon- 
cile. 

Parties are thy Fate, the Extreams of eve- 
ry Faétion pufh at thy Peace, and at every 
fide have their Exceffes ; let us endeavour 
to fearch into the Evil, and Examine where 
it lies. 

The prefent Unhappinefs of this Nation, 
and one of our Greateft Grievances, lies 
chiefly in this, That fuch has been our Mis- 
fortune, fo Angry Heaven has been with En- 
gland, {uch Terrible Difpeuiations of Provi- 
dence, have attended us, and fo much are 
we mortified in this Particular, that it 
ought to Exaét Days of Humiliation and 


I: Confideration of the Terrible things, 


Confeffion ; Sack-cloth and Afhes, Repen- 
tance and Penance are our Due, and Eng- 
land ought to look abyut her. 

Never was there Equal Danger, never a 
time of fuch Unaccountable Diftrefs of the 
Church of England ; the Proteftant Religion, 
of which the Church of England is the prin- 
cipal Bullwork, is at the laft Gafp, is at the 
Brink of Deftruétion. 

Well, Gentlemen, and what is the Mat- 
ter? Truly Matter enough, and Rea- 
fon enough: Why the Matter is, The Duke 
of Marlborough has Beat the French, Hinc ille 
Lachryma ;here is the foundation of real Sor- 
row, real Umbrage to the Church of Eng- 
land; and on this Accyuntit is, Iam fo Se- 
rious in the Matter. 

Nor is it fo much our Diffatisfagtion, or 
our Difcontent is not fo much Derived froin 
the French being Beaten, as from this, That 
this Man foould do it; he that bas Abandon'd 
his Princ‘ples, D<ferted his Friends, turan’d 
Tail upon the Church, that Church that rai- 
fed him 3 that he fhould be the Inftrument to 
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Beat the French ——-—= Memorial, Pag. 9, 11, 
12. 27. 30 &ce : ; F 

3we began to receive the News of this 
Vigtory with lefs Mortification, when the 
Noyelles, the HYompefch’s, the Heffe Caffel’s, 
and the Overkirk’s were Nam’d to it, and we 
fhould have done well enough with it ; all 
that had. been faid, would have been, That 
_ the Dutch who had always been ufed to have 
the worft of it, had given the Enemy a 
Bruth ; and fo we could have pretended to 
rejoyce as livelily as formerly we ufed to 
Counterfeit Sorrow for them, when they 
were Beaten ; but when we come to fee all 
our Accounts full of this Man’s Praife, the 
Dutch Generals, the French Prifoners, Friends 
and Enemies, all bringing the Trophies of 
the Vidory to the Feet of this Unaccounta- 
ble Man, and ey Altars to his Terri- 
ble Praife, the Wound ftrikes deep, and we 
fee a fatal Cloud arifing from the Smoke of 
Popular Incenfe offered to this Idol, which 
we fear, may in time, fpread over the En- 

lifb Horizon; and being big with Thun- 

ers, Storms, and Civil Tempefts of Mode- 
ration, may break upon the Church of Eng- 
fand, and Overwhelm it. 

Nor is: it that we would not have had 
the French Beaten, we are as Zealous and 
Hearty for pulling down Popery and Foreign 
Tyranny, asany People inthe World ; and 
our Honeft Vigorous Oppofition of King 
sfames, in his High Commiffion, and his 

agdalen-College Invafions, may Teftifie our 
Sincerity in that Point, and had we not put 
our Heads and Hands to that Work, it had 
never been brought to pafs. 

But the Work was taken out of our 
Hands, and thofe very People we call'd in 
to help us, broke all our Meafures by their 
wild proceeding ; fince they indeed helpt 
us to pull one Power down, but then fet the 
wrong Power up; they pull’d down Popery, 
and then ereéted Phanaticifm, Toleration, 
and God knows what Monfters and De- 
form’d Creatures, in the room of it. 

Now had we, of the Church of England, 
been fet alone, we would have done the 
Church’s Work effe&tually; for as fhe has 
two Enemies, and two Feet, we would have 
made a real Deliverance of it, inftead of 
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that Sham-Deliverance, we enjoy’d 


Churches Feet upon the Neck of one, and 
one upon the t’other. 


What tho’ there had been fome Preten- — 


ces againft this, from the Affiftance the 
Church receiv’d from the Diffenters in that 
Revolution ? We muft have broke thro’ that 


Pretence, for the more Supreme Law of the 


Church’s Welfare. 
But heré began the Church of England’s 
Misfortune, and this made all the Revoluti- 


i ; we 
woud have reduc’d Popery and Phanatj- — 
cifm both at once, and have fet one of the 


on Affair a real Damage to her ; for the ye- 


ry Church of England, Gentlemen, became — 


infeéted with thefe Damn’d Dutch Principles 
of Toleration and Trimming, and carried 
the Game quite away from us: Popery was 
indeed fuppreft, but that worfe Enemy, Moe 
deration, crept into its Room. 

But we were robb’d of all the Benefit of 
the Revolution, and Taking Arms againft 
our Prince 3 whieh, in hopes of obtaining 
the Great End, the Church’s Glury and 


Safety, We ftrain’d fome of our moft Ancis 


ent Principles, to carry on, loft the beft half 
of its Defigned Effe@t, and the Phanaticks, 
who we can with lefs Safery, and Satisfaéti- 
on bear with, than the Papifts, remain’d like 
the Canaanite, as Goads in the Sides of the 
Church of England. 

To recover this Lofs we labour’d in vain, 
During the Long, long Dominion of a Fo- 
reign Prince; and tho’ we ftruggied hard with 
him, for the reftoring the fo much long’d 
for Peace, and Power of the Church of En- 
gland ; yet fo much was that King Bugbear’é 
with the fham Fears of Perfecution, that we 
could never obtain any thing from him, but 
the Diffenters, Whigs, and all the Vaft Hy- 
dra of the Church’s Enemies, Grew and 
Multiplied under his Prote&tien, which made 
us lefs eafie under him, and lefs Loyal than 
we might otherwife have been. 

But when this Prince died —— Good 
God, what Joy poffeft our Soulst And how 
did our Satisfattion break out, —Even more 
indeed thin we would bave bad it, in our De- 
pendance on the Prefent Queen, and Her 
Majefties Real Zeal for the Church of Eng- 


jand , and if we did a little infult our Ene.-

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And who, indeed, could doubt, but a 
Princefs Born in the Communion of the 
Church, Bred a with the ucmoft Care in 
Such Principles of Piety and Devotion, and 
by Inclination always ftriétly adhering to 
the Church, fhould have her Eyes open to 
the True, Real, and Undivided Intereft of 
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much Zeal to, and Tendernefs for. 
Who could have doubted, but that Prin- 


_ efs, of whom “tis moft juftly faid, 


That when fhe was the Churches Daughter, 
She A@ed as her Mother Taught ber. 


Should when fhe became the Mother of that 
Church, Purfue her Intereft, and Value her 
felf upon, being the Saviour of the Church 
from the Vipers and Vermine that Gnaw’d 
out the Bowels of their Mother, and Endea- 
vour'd to Deftroy that Being, from whom 
they had made fuch a Miferable Defe- 
Gion. 

Who can blame us for being very fure in 
this Game ? Nay, the Queen her felf, we 
thought, Confirm’d us in this Opinion, 
when Her Majefty in Her.firft Speech pro- 
fefs’d fuch an Unfeigned Zeal for the 
Church, as that we had Her Royal Word 
for Her Favour, and for her Doing all that 
we could Expeét for the Church. 

Nay, we might appeal to the very Dif- 
femters themfelves, if they did not forefee 
their own Ruine at Hand, and if they had 
mot real Apprehenfions of thof= juft Refent- 
ments they ought to Expe& from the Church 
of England? 

Nor had we lefs hopes from the Queen 
Her felf, than we had a!fo from thofe about 
Her; and as Wife Princes are generally 
Blefs’'d with Wife Counfellors, we faw Her 
Majefty Environ’d with thofe Hands and 
Heads, that we knew were always Zealous 
for the Churches Good, even tke very fame 


Men we could have Defir'd, and if we 
been ask’d, fhould have rebaraceeee 
Her Majefty, as the moft likely to Anfwer 
all the Expeétations of the Church of 
England ; fuch were the Lord G——_-=9 in 
the Treafury, the Prince in the Admiralty, 
the Duke of M bin the Army, Her 
Grace the D 8, alroays warm for the 
Church, we faw Embrac’d with the’ Royat 
Favour, and the like: And what could we 
fee too Great for the Church to ask, or 
what too much for us to Undertake ? 

Had thefe continued True and Faithful, 
the Church had never loft fo fair an Oppor- 
tunity to have furmounted all her Enemies, 
and have Trampled on the Neck of Faétion, 
Schifm, and Phanaticifin. 

In the Expeétation of this Happy Hour, 
and who can be Tax'd with Prefumption in it? 
we began to fetthe proper Wheels to Work, 
for the Propagation oF the Churches Tri- 
umphs ; we began to take fuch Meafures as 
were proper to the Great Work, and to aét 
upon ae juft Profpett of the Advantages we 
Enjoy’d. 

We had herein the Faith:ul and Unfeign’d. 
Affiftance of the N rs,the S TS, 
the parccaet and the Bo==——=5s, and of all 
the Churches faft Friends about the Queen; 
and if thinking all fafe, we did pufhica lit- 
tle haftily, and fome Hot Men among us, 
began to boaft before our Armour was put 
off we cannot blame them fo mach ; for no 
Man but thought the Work fo fafe, thateven 
the Devil. himfelf, as now we find it, could 
not have prevented ic. 

When alas, from the Deepeft part of the 
Bottomlefs Pit, from the Darkeft Corner of 
Darknefs it felf, even without the Agency of 
Saran himfelf, who we thought was of another 
Side, meerly felf-born, and produc’d from 4
